Background:

A route jurisdiction transfer is the conversion of a state highway into alocal road or the
conversion of alocal road into a state highway. Since 1991 the Transportation Improvement
Board (TIB) has received and reviewed these transfer requests. The requests are then
evaluated based on criteria established in state law. If the TIB agrees with the transfer
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reguest, the TIB forwards a recommendation to the House and Senate transportation
committees.

The TIB distributes grant funding to cities and counties for transportation projects. The
Washington State Transportation Commission (Commission) setstolls and ferry fares. The
Commission also produces the Washington Transportation Plan, which outlines statewide
goals and objectives.

Since 2000 the TIB has received nine route jurisdiction transfer requests.
